Due  to  the  phenomenal  esclation  in  the  value  of  immovable 
properties,  the  Government  have  decided  to  enhance  the 
pecuniary  jurisdiction  of  the  Senior  Civil  Judges  from 
rupees  five  lakhs  to  rupees  ten  lakhs  and  the  appellate  side 
jjrisdiction  of  the  Chief  Judge/District  Judges  in  the  State 
from  rupees  one  lakh  to  rupees  three  lakhs  by  suitably  amend- 
ing the  Andhra  Pradesh  Civil  Court  Act,  1972  as  suggested  by 
the  High  Court  of  Andhra  Pradesh. 

This  Bill  seeks  to  give  effect  to  the  above  decision.
